Four Officers Left West Point Because
of an Inquiry.

West Point, N, Y., Dee, 16, —An or
der lgsned by the war department
transferring Capt. Janmes 8. Herron,

adjutant at the military academy the
Inst three years, to service In the Phil-
Hpplnes has precipitated a socinl row
in army elreles and mode necosgary
a genernl reorganization of the acad
omie bonrd at Weat Polnt.

Three other oMeora who, with thelr
wives, were guests of Captain Herron
al a dioner party gilven in his qunrt-
ern on the reservation early last
month, which has been referred to as
an “hilavious affair,” bave made appll-
cationg to be relleved from duty at
the aendemy. Thelr requests are now
known to have been approved by Col
Hugh L. Scott, superintendent of the
institution. These officers are Dr.
Robert T. Ollver, examining and sup-
sriviging dental surgeon, who has been
on duty with the eadet corps sinee Jan-
uary, 1905; Liecut. Quinn Gray, const
artillery corps, Instructor In the de-
partment of philosophy, and Lieut. H.
H. Smith, const artillery corps, Instruc-
tor in the deparment of mathemntics.

The row 8 indirectly the result of
an investigation made by Colonel Beott
into the conduct of those who parti-
cipated in the festivitiee at Captain
Herron's dinner party. Just what the
official Inquiry revealed can only be
judged by the changes now taking
place. Colonel Scott wounld admit no
more than was told by the facts al-
ready In the possession of an Inter-
viewer., He Insisted that the investl-
gation reveualed nothing savoring of
geandal in connection with the dinner.

“No one can regret thig affair more
than myself,” Colonel Scott said. I
made Inquiries because reports reache
ed me about the dinner party, which,
had they been true, would have set an
exceedingly bad example for the cadet
corps. From all 1 could learn it was
simply a Bohemian party. Captaln
flerron and myself have been close
friends more than fifteen years.”

Another offtcer who discussed the
case, whose name is withheld by re-
quest sald: Y1 know that Colonel
Scott did everything In his power to
smooth out this trouble when he found
that nothing more serious than an or-
dinary army post jollifleation has tak-
en place at Captain Herron's quarters.
The party was given about a month
ago and a day or two later Captaln
Herron went away on leave of ab-
gence, The facts did not reach Colonel
Scott until severnl days after this, and
rather than discuss the matter with
anybody else, he wrote to Captain
Herron, asking him to come back tem-
porarily that he might communicate
to him personally the gossip that had
found its way to the barracks as well
u8 to every home at the post.

“Captain  Herron came back, but
took umbrage at the fact that he was
being made the subject of a semli-offi-
clal Injuiry and applied to the adjutant
general of the army to be relieved
and returned to his regiment. Doctor
Ollver and Lieutenant Smith and Lieu-
tenant Gray did the same thing.
Colonel Scott was ealled to Washing-
ton and after a conference with the
authorities there it was decided that
he would approve the request for
transfers. The step taken by these
officers was the gign for hostilities that
have been threatening to disrupt the
social ife of the post since last sum-
mer.

Captain Herron belongs to the sec-
ond cavalry and has a gplendid record
as an officer. Acting under the orders
of the secretary of war several years
age he made a tour of exploration of
Alaska, which resulted in the discov-
ery of the natural roadway known as
Simpson's Pass, leading from the Pa-
¢ific ocean to the gold flelds of the
Nome country. He also brought back
some of the finest maps of the north-
ern country ever obtained In Wash-
ington.

Washington Post: “Nebraska ls not
an insurgent state in the sense that
lowa, Kansas and Wisconsin are," said
Victor Rosewater, owner of the Oma-
lia Bee, at the New Willard, “yet the
three republican members were
against Cannon and the rules., They
voted for the tariff because they be-
lieved it was the best bill they could
get. And so, while there I8 a strong
insurgent movement in Nebraska, it
will not go to the extent among the
voters that the republicans will join
hands with the democrats, The latter
tried in the last campaign to profit by
the differences in the republican party,
and sent out circulars urging the vot-
ers to affillate with the democratic
party, Undoubtedly this had its ef-
fect, and perhaps it made a differ-
ence of 5,000 votes in favor of the
democrats, but the republlcans will
not overstep the line that divides re-
publicanism from democracy.

“They are more middle-ofthe-rond
republicans, progressives if you like,
but still republicans. 1 do not doubt
that Cannonism will be an issue In
the congressional primaries all over
the west, but It will not be an issue
in Nebraska, for the simple reason that
it has in reality already been an issue.
No Cannon man could be elected to
the house from Nebraska. 1 think we
shall gain one representative in the
next election on this issue. There Is
no question in my mind that the lo-
surgent movement Is golng to reduce
the republican representation in the
house, but 1 do not think the control
of the republicans will be endangered.
If Cannon were to announce that he
would not be a candidate for re-elec-
tion as speaker of the next congress
it would help the republicans a lot in
the campaign.” .

PAT SHEEDY,
THE GAMBLER

WORLD RENOWNED GAMESTER
LOSES GAME WITH DEATH.

HAD PLAYED FOR LARGE STAKES

“There'll be a Hereafter, and | Expect
to be Happy When Dead," the Big
Gambler Is Quoted as Having Said
Before the End Came to Him.

New York, Dec. 16.—Pat Sheedy, the
widely known gambler, who died the
other day at his home, 161 West Thir-
ty.fourth street, from heart disease,
I8 survived by a widow and one sister,
Mra. Richavd Stapieton of Pittsfield,
Mnass,. He was born In Clonmel, coun-
ty Tipperary, lreland, fifty-nine years

ago and came to Amerien with his
parents when he was 7 years old.
He was edueated at St Patrick's

gchool, Hartford, Conn

C'ol. Patrick Francis Sheedy was one
of the best known gamblers in the
world, He had playved in big games
of chance everywhere, At one time he
wig known as the greatest faro player
in America, but he had to give that
up because the proprietors of the
banks would not let him play. This
was in the 'S80s8, After that he went
to Calro and opened the Ghesireh
Palace, which he fitted up as an up-
to-date club.

For five years he ran the Gheslreh
Palace which was the former home of
Ismall Pasba and then had to glve
up his club because “the game,” as
he put 1t, “was not good.”

He Found a Great Gainsborough.

It was in 1000 that he returned to
this country and the next yvear became
famous because he was instrumental
In recovering the famous portrait of
the Duchess of Devonshire painted by
Gainsborough. This pleture was stol-
en in 1876 after the portrait had been
bought by Thomas Agnew & Sons for
$53,000, The theft caused a sensa-
tion. A bilg reward was offered for
the recovery of the ceanvas. Although
the police everywhere werea trying to
recover it and apprehend the thieves,
they failed. Sheedy, in telling the
story of the recovery of the painting
sald:

“One day, in 1808, I was standing
in front of the Pera Palace hotel in
Constantinople when a Greek sporting
man whom I knew came to me with
a message stating that there was an
American or an Englishman, he did
not know which, who was in trouble,
The Greek handed me a card on which
was written ‘125 Clark strect, Chicago,
1882—82.000."

“Things came back to me at once.
I'd often wondered what had become
of the man who had given me $2,000
in London. 1[I started at once for the
place where the Greek directed me
and found Worth, the man suspected |
by the Pinkertons of having the pic-
ture. He told me his story.”

Raisuli Gave Him a Correggio.

Sheedy and Worth left Constantino-
ple and worked their way back by
variong routes to France, On the way
Worth told Sheedy that the pilcture
had always been a white elephant
on his hands and that he wanted
Sheedy to negotiate for it return,
Sheedy at once got into communica-
tion with Pinkerton and through him
he met Frank E. Froest of Scotland
Yard. Later the picture was returned
to Agnew's gallery.

This was Sheedy's first introduction
to art and he dabbled more or less in
art after that. In 1906 he procured a
genuine Correggio from Raisuli the
bandit, Another plcture that Sheedy
got from Adam Worth as a legacy
was Murillo's Magdalene,

Mr. Sheedy occasionally found his
reputation of belng a square man his
only available asset. It I8 not an
unusual thing for gamblers with such
a reputation to play faro on credit.
So far as I8 known, however, Sheedy
was the only gambler who has ever
borrowed money from a bank when
wias without funds, with no other se-
curity than bis word, and the probabll-
ity that his luck would change. The
story I8 vouched for by Sheedy's
friends.

A Gambler Whose Word Was Good.

A long run of luck had cleaned him
out In a4 summer resort and he went
to the cashier of the leading bank and
asked for a loan. The size of the loan
asked varies from $1,000 to $10,000,
according to who tells Iit.

“What security have you?"
the cashier.

“Nothing but my word."

“But | don't know you."

“Well, you've heard of me. I'm
Pat Sheedy, the gambler, and my word
is as good as a government bond.”

The cashier knew all about him
then, and although it was an irregu-
lar transaction, Sheedy got the money,
His luck changed and he paid back the
loan promptly.

Some of the Gambler's Mottoes.

When asked to write down some of
the rules which he considered neces-
sary to success, Sheedy produced the
following:

There is only one creed for me—
the survival of the fittest,

If, through misfortune 1
make an enemy, 1 always speak to
him as a friend, Kind, as well as
hateful words, are sure to be repeated.

I ean always forgive a trickster, but
never forget him,

There are times when it Is right
to do wrong. An outlaw sought re-
fuge in the heart of New York City
several years ago. [ brought him food
every night. Then I helped him to
get a position. He managed to elude
his pursuers, and today he ls a lead.
ing and respected merchant of the
metropolis,

patents in fee, Just as soon as these
deeds are delivered the lands become
taxable, and It Is for the purpose of
giving the benefit of thelr knowledge
of the sgituation that Messrs. Keofe
and Gannon are in Washington,

ENGINE FUEL BEING STORED.
Northwestern Gathering Big Supply In
Local Yards.

Fremont Tribune: One thousand
cords of wood and many hundred tons
of coul, constituting the ¥early supply
for the engines along this division, are
being gathered and put In storage in
the local supply yards of the North-

western by several gangs of men.

All the old ties available, that have
gserved their term of usefulness in that
capacity are being hauled to the local
yards from all points in the division.
Here they fall into the hands of a gang
of men with circular sawg operated by
gasoline engines, and are quickly con-
verted into wood for use in starting
the fires in the locomotives, Fully
1,000 cords of the wood are to bhe cut
and stored here, an operation that will
require some weeks,

The coal, too, for use in the engines
is being stored in the local supply
yvards, Ten carloads a day are being
unloaded, making a total of more than
200 tons daily, Fully 2,000 tons will
be collected at this point, to be ghipped
out over the division as needed.

RECONSTRUCTEDELECTRICLIGHT
SYSTEM IN OPERATION.

NOW RUN BY GILMAN OF NELIGH

Mr. Gilman Purchased the Plant Dur-
ing the Summer From Herbert Cra.
ven and Is Operating Plant Now by
Means of Water Power.

Plerce, Neb,, Dec. 16 —S8pecial to
The News: The reconstructed eloc-
tric light plant at this place was put
into operation yesterday., It is giving
a bright, steady light, It Is expected
that more hours of service will be glv-
en, now that water I8 used for power.
This plant was purchased during the
summer from Herbert Craven by Mr.
Gilman of Neligh. Steps were imme-
diately taken to move the plant to the
old mill site, where it could be run by
water., The old direct current dynamo
hits been replaced by an alternating
current machine, The gas engine and
producer from the old plant will be
moved to the new site to supply pow-
er, should the water at any time fail,

SYRUPS MADE FROM CORN.
There Are Nine Different Grades of
This Product.

Corn syrups are made m nine grades
for human consumption and manufac-
turing uses. The uses into which they
enter constitute the greater variety of
things. The complete list |s as fol-

lows:

For mixing with cane syrup and mo-
lagses in the preparation of mixed sy-
rups, for confectionery, baking, in
gyrups, jams, jellies and preserves,
For the manufacture of vinegar, brew-
Ing of beers, in the manufacturing of
chewing tobacco, food sauces, canning
of meats, pastes and sizes, tanning of
leather, blacking, printers’ rollers, shoe
polishes, for finishing molds in iron
foundries, In extracts such as log-
wood, ete, In silvering glass for mir-
rors.

Only six different grades of sugars
are made from corn and their uses are
correspondingly limited. They are as
follows: In the manufacture of cara-
mel, or sugar coloring. In the manu-
facture of lactic acid for tanning. In
the manufacture of beers, ales, porters,
ete., and vinegar.

The grades of corn oil now In use
are six, oot including paragol, which
is a rubber substance made from the
oil of corn, used in the manufacture
of rubber goods by mixing with pure
Para rubbey, The wearing quality of
the mixture is In no wise lmpaired and
the article is less liable to crack or
rot from heat when mixed with this
substance, It is a very valuable dis-
covery that has every characterlstic of
rubber except the stretch,

The uses of corn oll are the manu-
facture of soap, soft soap and soap
powders, oil cloth and leather, paragol
or rubber substitute, for edible pur-
poges, shortening for bread and cake,
for frying and cooking and salad oil,
for cup greases and screw cutting oil,
parints and varnishes and for sizing in
textile industries.

Ol cake in ground or cake form is
used mixed with phosphates as a "“hog
meal.” The cake pure and slmple is
used almost exclusively as a stock
food.

Glucose or potato syrup was discov-
ored by a Russian chemist in 1811, but
it was not until 1880 that it attained
any importance in this country, For
some reason unknown it became an
object of suspicion and ever since then
has been open to attack through pa-
pers and magazines until the publie
generally has looked on glucose as be-
ing unwholesome and unhealthy. No
less an authority than Doctor Wiley,
chief of the United States bureau of
chemistry, declares that glucose or
grape sugar properly manufactured is
no less wholesome than cane or maple
sugar,

Corn, the new American king, now
supplies us with bread, meat and su-
gar, which we need, as well as with
whisky, which we can do without.

SENATE HEARS GAMBLERS.

Committee Is Given Dramatic Story
by Former Race Track Man,
Washington, Dec. 16,—With a sup-
porting ecast of reformers galore, both
male and femnale, Henry Brolaski, of
Monrovia, Calif.,, who professed to be
a gambler upon race tracks, was the
star feature of a hearing before the
senate judiciary committee, in sup-
port of the Burkett Lill to prohibit the
transmission of race track betting or-
ders over the telegraph or telephone
lines. He told that the publie is mulet-
ed by bookmakers at race tracks, by
pool rooms and by hand bookmakers,
his testimony being made in
the movement to put an end to race
track gambling. Mr. Brolaski is most
candid in his pictures and gave details
of the gambling and showed how the
performance of returnsg for money fis
given by gamblers. He was one of
the owners of a Mexican track which
was regarded as the basis of gambling
operations in the United States and
put out of business at the Instance of
the department of state through co-
operation with the Mexican govern-
ment, He {8 now seeking to have
tracks in which he has no interest,

"BUFFALO" JONES, WHO PLANS
TO ROPE LIONS IN AFRICA,

STOPPED TRAIN TO HUNT BISON

J. R. Shurtz and J. T. Wolfkiel of Nor-
folk Know "“Buffalo" Jones of Old.
Believe He Could Tie a Lion Alone,
Once He Had It Roped.

Jones, who

from Arizona next
to rope and tie with his own
hands a specimen of evoery dangerous
animal in that s well
known by J. R. Shurtz and J. T. Wolf.
Kkiel, two Norfolk eltizvens, who in the
early days were on friendly and in-
timate terms with Mr. Jones.  Mr,
Wollfkiel, who Is foreman In The Dally
News Job department, had many o
pleasant chat with Jones while at
Garden City, whore Wolfkiesl was on
the staff of the Garden City Sentinel
in 1887.

In those days Jones had a large
herd of buffalo, antelope and a large

wild country,

variety of animals for breeding pur-
poses.  He ot that time was quite an
old man, but was known to be the

“vyoungest old man In the country.”
He could rope a buffalo as ensy as he
could rope a wild pony. At one time,
when news of a wild buffalo came to
the town, Jones ahsented himself from
home and shortly afterward turned
up In the possession of the buffalo.
Before taking up the breeding of
buffaloes Jones wnas emploved as en-
gineer on the Santa Fe. On one of his
trips through the territory where Gar-
den City now lles, which was then a
rolling plain, Engineer Jones stopped
his train and, in company with his
fireman, left the train and started
hunting buffaloes. From that time on

he wns known at Dodge City and
thronghout the cowboy country as
“Buffale” Jones.

Mr. Shurtz, who probably knows

Jones as well as any man, has some
interesting recollections of him. He
sayvs Jones Is now about 70 years old
and he ecannot understand how such
an old man ean find enough interest
for the proposed African venture of
Jones. In 1879, when Mr. Shurtz was
in the lumber business at Garfield,
Kan., he furnished Jones with a ear-
load of lumber, which built the Jones
residence at QGarfield. He learned
then that Jones had just come from
Sterling, Kan.,, where he was in the
real estate business and, although he
had a large business, it did not sue-
ceed financlally. From Sterling Jones,
in company with a number of other
real estate men, came to Garden Clty
and were the originators of that town,
which is now one of the best little
cities in Kansas. Later Jones sold
out his interest in the townsite and
started a large irrigation proposition
near Garden City and, heing of a rest-
less disposition, he again sold out and
gathered up a large buffalo herd and
started in business as a buffalo breed-
er. Mr. Shurtz later heard from Jones
in 1842, when he had his buffalo herd
on exhibition In Chicago, oceasionally
gelling one or two of these animals to
cireus men,

When he left Chicago he was stop-
ped at Omaha, where from financial
embarrassment he was forced to part
with his buffaloes, He was next heard
from in Texas, where he was the head
of a movement of the Farmers Alll-
ance railroad with a proposition to
start a road from Galveston to the
lakes, barring all corporations.

When thirty miles of this road was
completed it suddenly fell through and
Jones ngnin traveled north, becoming
keeper of Yellowstone park and he
was  private guide of ex-President
Roosevelt when the colonel visited the
park. That is the last time Mr. Shurtz
heard of him until the story appeared
in The Norfolk News this week of the |
proposed Afriean venture.  Although
there Is much talk that “Baffalo’ sones
was an Indian fighter, this, according
to Mr, Shurtz Is in error. He was,
however, a good talker and never
lacked any good financial backers for
any of his schemes. He ecan rope any
living thing from a rat te a huffalo, |
snvs Mr. Shurtz. ©. J Jones has for|
some thime been in the United States |
government employ, eross-breeding
buffaloes and eattle in Arizona.

Not by for-
elgn capital coming in and gobbling
up the franchise, but by a home cor-
poration, composed of men who have
interests here in the county. The
company is capitalized at $£20,000 and
all the stock has been taken,

At tho first meeting hold Monday
alternoon the following officers were
elected:  President, W, I, Tackett;
viee president J, Reuther; treasurer,
John P, Biehn; secretary, Edward
Marrison: directors, W. . Tackett,
I.. Q. Loyd, J. Reuther, BEdward Mor-
rison, . Myrick. A committee of the
company appeared before the council
asking for a franchise and the eity at-
torney  was  Instructed to draft an
ordinanee, granting the company the
right to use the streets, alleys, ete.

The town of Gregory has long heen
in need of a lghting system. Several
partlies have been here lately to look
over the situntion and all prononnced
Gregory an excellent elty for a light
and power plant,

This fact caused the members of the
Homestead Land company, who are
bullding a large garage, to investigate
the matfter of putling In an electrical
plant for lighting and power purposes.
By inquiry they found that the prop-
osition met with the approval of every
citizen, not only in the using of the
lights but several volunteered to help
the proposition along financially. The
original plans were changed and it
was decided to capitalize at $20,000,
selling the stock by subscription. It
was not long before all the siock
was taken and in a short time one of
the largest power and lighting plants
in this section of South Dakota or
Nebraska will be In operation in Gre-
gary. The plans of the company are
to put in a plant that will not merely
light the town, but will furnish power
as well for all business where power
I needed.
